MIRARCO Unveils Design 
and Training Facility and 
Research Partnership

Laurentian University cel- 
ebrated the official opening of the 
Design and Training Facility of the 
Centre for Integrated Monitoring 
Technology (CIMTEC). This new 
facility is a complement to the Vir- 
tual Reality Laboratory (VRL), the 
only virtual reality facility in the 
workl designed to meet the needs of 
mineral exploration and mining pro- 
duction. Also unveiled by Laurentian 
University's Mining Innovation, Re- 
habilitation and Applied Re.search 
Corporation (MIRARCO) was a col- 
laboration agreement with BLAZE 
l.T of Sudbury. 

The launch of the Design and 
Training Facility completes the sec- 
ond phase of a program to fulfill 
CIMTEC's mandate of providing 
state-of-the-art technology in support 
to interdisciplinary re.search and de- 
velopment projects that are being 
pursued by researchers at Laurentian 
University. It will provide high-level 
research infrastructure support and 
promote Sudbury as a centre for in- 
novative mining technology. 

The Design and Training Fa- 
cility, valued at $175,000, will serve 
as a venue for technology transfer by 
hosting short courses and seminars. 
It will also enable graduate students, 
researchers, industry partners, and 
other research sponsors to prepare for 
virtual reality sessions, to perform 



complex modelling and simulation 
exercises. They will be able to con- 
duct high-level research that de- 
mands high speed, large volume data 
processing and sophisticated comput- 
ing resources. 

Funding for the construction 
of this new facility was provided by 
industrial contributors to Laurentian 
University's Capital Campaign, the 
Canada Foundation for Innovation 
(CFI) and the Ontario Innovation 
Trust (OIT). In addition, CIMTEC 
has recently allocated over $500,000 
of the CFI/OIT funds to 1 research- 
ers at Laurentian University to en- 
hance data collection capabilities in 
their respective projects. 

In an effort to accelerate the 
dissemination of spin-off benefits 
from various research and develop- 
ment initiatives at Laurentian Univer- 
sity, MIRARCO (Mining Innovation, 
Rehabilitation and Applied Research 
Corporation) and BLAZE Informa- 
tion Technology (l.T) Inc. joined 
forces. This agreement will enable 
them to exploit opportunities created 
by the Virtual Reality Laboratory.

Ozone Hole Over Antarctica Has 
Shrunk, Split in Two

The ozone hole over Antarc- 
tica is markedly smaller this year than 
in the last few years and has split in 
two, government scientists reported 
Monday. 

The so called "hole," actually 
an area of thinner than normal ozone, 
was measured at 6 million square 
miles (1.'^.6 million square 
kilometers) in September. That com- 
pares with around 9 million square 
miles (2-3.4 million square 
kilometers) on September measure- 
ments over the last six years, accord- 
ing to researchers at the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration and National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency. 

While ozone at ground level 
Is considered a pollutant, the layer of 
ozone high in the stratosphere is vi- 
tal to life because it blocks danger- 
ous radiation coming from the sun. 
Thinning of the ozone layer could 
lead tc/ a rise in skin cancer, experts 
warn. Aerosols and other chemicals 
are blamed for the thinning, and trea- 
ties banning those ingredients arc 
expected to help the layer recover 
overtime. 

This year's improvement was 
attributed to warmer than normal 
temperatures around the edge of the 
polar vortex, or circular wind pattern 
that forms annually in the strato- 
sphere over Antarctica, according to 
Paul Newman, a lead ozone re- 
searcher at NASA's Goddard Space 
Flight Center. . 

Craig Long, a meteorologist at the 
NOAA Climate Prediction Center. 
said the stratosphere over the south- 
ern hemisphere was unusually dis- 
lurbed this year by the wind, causing 
the hole to split into two separate 
holes. 

In 2001 the Antarctic ozone hole 
reached a niaxinuim size of more 
than 10.2 million square miles.(26..'> 
million kilometers) larger than the 
entire area of North America, includ- 




ing the United States, Canada and 
Mexico combined. In the year 2000, 
it briefly approached 1 1 .5 million 
square milcs(30 million square 
kilometers). The last time the ozone 
hole was as small as it is this year 
was in 1988, and that was also due 
to warm temperatures. 

Newman explained that while 
"chlorine and bromine chemicals 
cause the ozone hole, the tempera- 
ture is also a key factor in ozone 
loss." 

The coldest temperatures over 
the South Pole occur in August and 
September. Thin clouds fomi in these 
cold conditions, and chemical reac- 
tions on the cloud particles help chlo- 
rine and bromine gases to rapidly 
destroy ozone. By early October, 
temperatures typically start to wami 
and the ozone layer starts to recover. 
An Australian study publishetl twti 
weeks ago reported that chlorine- 
based chemical levels in the ainios- 
phcrc are falling, and the hole in the 
ozone layer should close within .50 
years. Although the ozone layer has 
not yet begun to repair itself, the hole

would probably start closing within 
five years, said Paul Fraser. of the 
Australian govcrniiicni-funtled Com- 
monwealth Scientific and Industrial 
Research Organization, or CSIRO. 

Ozone in the air overhead is 
measured in Dobson Units. The 
ozone hole is the area with total col- 
umn ozone below 220 Dobson Units, 
as measured by satellites anil bal- 
loon-borne ozone measuring instru- 
ments launched from the South Pole 
station. 

In the tropics, ozone levels are 
typically between 2.'>0 and .^00 
Dobson Units year-round. In temper- 
ate regions, seasonal variations can 
produce large swings in ozone lev- 
els, reaching as high as 475 Dobson 
Units in some areas, and as low as 
.■^00. 

A reading of 100 Dobson 
Units means that if all the ozone in 
the air above a point were brought 
down to sea-lcvel pressure and 
cooled to freezing it would form a 
layer 1 centimeterthick. At that scale 
a reading of 2.'^0 Dobson Units trans- 
lates to a laver about an inch thick.

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Beware of the 
National Bank of Canada

The reason thai I am writing 
this opinion piece is to provide uni- 
versity students a chance to make the 
correct decision about which finan- 
cial institution to do their business 
with. Sure we all have some type ot 
bank account but when you think ol 
students you think ofOSAP. 

My troubles began 4 years 
ago when I was a first year student 
at the University of Ottawa. It was 
during FROSH week and after wail- 
ing a good 3 hours in line I had my 
loan documents in my hand. As I 
was walking home to my apartment 
to my luck it began to rain. As I came 
to the corner of Cumberland and 
Rideau I had a choice to make. I 
could either walk left down Rideau 
Street towards the Rideau Center and 
head to the Royal Bank or just walk 
right into the National Bank of 
Canada on my immediate right. I 
made a choice not to get any more 
wet than I already was and thus made 
the worst choice of my university 
career. 

As you may have guessed 
things didn't work out for me in Ot- 
tawa and after a rather disappoint- 
ing year I transferred to Laurentian. 
Once again it was time to pick up my 
OSAP forms and take them to the 
bank. A simple task right? I headed 
downtown on the bus to the branch 
that is located on Lisgarand let's just 
say, let the fun begin. Becau.se my 
account wasn't physically at that 
branch there was come information 
that I needed to give them. Things 
such as Sudbury address phone 
number and other .so-called impor- 
tant information. I use the term so- 
called because after waiting two 
weeks for the money to be deposited 
into my account I began to get wor- 
ried. I once again hopped on the bus 
and headed to the downtown branch. 
i asked at the customer service desk 
about the status of my loan and got 
this answer; wc forgot to get you to 
sign one of the documents so we 
weren't able to process it yet. Re- 
member that so-called important in- 
formation that contained my phone 
number where I could be reached? 
Yeah, they never picked up the phone 
once to call and tell me that they 
didn't get me to sign a document. 
They waited until I arrived to find 
out what was going on. That was 
only my first year. 

My second year made me 
want to kill myself for ever walking 
into a National Bank. I made the trip 
downtown and handed in my forms. 
This time I made them triple check 
them to make sure that I had signed 
and initialed every last little spot. 
With everything being filled out I as- 
sumed that it would be ok this time. 
Well what do you know, the same 
two weeks went buy and I was once 
again not called or notified so I 
headed downtown once again. I re- 
lumed 1(1 the customer service desk 



and once again asked about the sta- 
ins of my loan. I watched the woman 
thai was helping me walk over to the 
lav machine. I learned that day thai 
because my account wasn't with thai 
branch Ihey had to fax everything lo 
Otiaw a because they are the ones thai 
put my loan into effect. I watched 
the woman pick up all of my forms 
that were still sitting by the fax ma- 
chine. They were there for two 
weeks and no one had bothered to 
send them. She then returned to me 
and said thai she had just got off the 
phone with the branch in Ottawa and 
that the money would be in my ac- 
count that afternoon. Although I was 
quite mad I was satisfied when il was 
put into my account just two hours 
after that meeting. 

I had no problems last year 
but there's a simple solution to that. 
All loans went federal and all we do 
is attach a voided check to the fomis 
and it gets instantly deposited. This 
year however is the icing on the cake 
and I am glad that I will no longer 
have any direct contact with the Na- 
tional Bank of Canada ever again. 

I went away this past summer 
at the end of May because I got a job 
as a camp counselor in Pennsylva- 
nia. I wanted to be able to pay all of 
my bills on-line so I signed up for 
National's on-line service. I have 
four bills and only three of them can 
be paid through their system. That 
wasn't what I needed so I went to 
Royal Bank because 1 knew that their 
on-line banking service is one of the 
best. When I left for camp I had ap- 
proximately $20 in my National 
Bank account. No it isn't much and 
I knew that July and August's serv- 
ice charge to my account would prob- 
ably put it into overdraft but not more 
that .$10-,$ 15 and 1 knew that once I 
started back at .school then that prob- 
lem would be resolved. Why did I 
put that much faith in thai bank? 

Last week I went on-line just 
to check the balance of my account. 
I had a payday from the Pub the week 
before and while I wasn't loo con- 
cerned about it I just wanted to make 
sure that everything was fine. As I 
tried to log-in I got an error message 
stating that my service to this on-line 
banking had been interrupted. That 
got my attention all right. The next 
day 1 headed downtown to see what 
was going on. I didn't make it to the 
bank on time and it was clo.sed so I 
had to use the machine. I put in my 
card, punched in my PIN number and 
the machine gave me this message: 
this machine has retained your card, 
contact branch. This really got me 
worried as my OSAP was supposed 
to be depositeil as early as the next 
day. 

I hcailed back to the bank the 
next morning, to the same customer 
.service desk I had been at many limes 
before and asked w hal was happen- 
ing with m\ account. The woman 
went to finil out antl rclurncd with 



some bad news. My accouni had 
been closed because it had had no 
activity and was in overdraft. They 
asked me if my mailing address was 
he same because hey had sent out 
notices about the account. 1 asked 
them if it was possible to re-open the 
accouni and the answer was no. Once 
an account was cancelled there is 
nothing that could be done. If I 
wanted though I could open a new 
account. The choice again, to walk 
in the rain or not to. I asked about 
my pay from work and where il and 
my OSAP had gone. I told her that it 
would do no good to have another 
account with them and I needed my 
old one opened. With that I headed 
out to the Royal Bank so I could gel 
some customer service and a friendly 
voice. 

To make an already long story 
short Ihey closed my account on July 
25. I never got any notices. My 
grandparents had a large slack of mail 
for me and the only thing I got from 
National Bank was a bank statement. 
I called the National Student Loan 
Center and they told me thai they 
needed notification from the bank 
that I never received that money. 1 
called the National Bank of Canada 
and they put me on the phone with 
the woman that gave me the news 
about my account being closed. I 
asked her how to get the proof and 
that I need the bank to send the noti- 
fication and I quote "Why don't you 
call your branch because it wasn't us 
that did this." Now picture that but 
in a very snotty voice hinted with a 
tone that I was wasting her time. 
Thankfully she gave me the number 
to the Ottawa branch and after talk- 
ing to thcni I felt much better. Not 
because anything had been resolved, 
the account is still closed and there 
was nothing that could be done about 
that, but I did receive the answers to 
all of my questions and Ihey were 
polite, pleasant and eager to help. 
Much different than the treatment 
that I got from the Sudbury branch. 
Right now I am currently waiting for 
the National Bank of Canada to .send 
notification to the National Student 
Loan Center that my OSAP never got 
deposited into my closed account and 
once that happens I get a check in- 
stead. 

I guess the point of this story 
is the following. I am not saying that 
they arc all to blame. I should have 
left more money in my account. I 
accept responsibility for that. I never 
received any notices and certainly 
never got a phone call. While trying 
to deal with the situation I had lodeal 
with someone that wasn't willing to 
take the time lo answer my questions 
or thai had Ihe competenc) lo find 
out the answers. Just be careful 
which steps you take when dealing 
with your money and you future. 
Believe nie. I ha\'e learned thai \ ahi- 
ahlc lesson.

quired to get your B.A. in most arts 
degrees.

Sunday, 10/6 - Moon at perigee, 9:00 a.m. 

The Moon is at perigee this morning, which means it is at its closest point 
to Earth during the current orbit. Normally this isn't particularly impor- 
tant, but this month it coinciiles with the lime of New Moon, and will 
ikely cause higher-than-nomial high tides. The Moon is 356,9 1 8 km. or 
about 221,779 miles away. The average distance is a bit more than 384.()0() 
km. or about 24().()()() miles. 

Thursday, 10/10 - McrcuryAlars passage, niorning twilight 

if you get up early, you can sec Mercury and Mars close together (about 
.3 tiegrees or 6 widths of a Full Moon) just before dawn. They are very 
low in the East, in Virgo. Mercury is slightly below, and somewhat brighter 
than the orangish Mars. Unless you really know where to look, this may 
be difficult to sec. 

Sunday, 10/13 - Mercury at greatest elongation West, 4 a.m. 

Mercury is at its greatest extension on the west side of the Sun for its 
current orbit. That means that it is in the morning sky, and in a bettcr- 
than-averagc position to be seen. However. Mercury is never easy to see 
because it is never far from the blinding glare of the Sun. Your chances 
are decent about an hour before dawn this morning. Look low on the 
eastern horizon, among the stars of Virgo. 

Monday 10/21 - Full Moon (Hunter's Moon), 4:20 a.m. 

This Full Moon is the first after Harvest Moon (Sept. 21 this year), and 
thus is called the Hunter's Moon. Harvest Moon was .said to be a time 
when farmers can use the light of the Moon to bring in their crops all 
night long: a month later. Hunter's Moon is a time when the farmers 
become hunters, storing up game for the long winter. Aside from that. 
Full Moons during the Fall are interesting because the geometry of their 
orbits causes their rise times to be closer together from night to night. 
The average difference is about ."iO minutes throughout the year, but in 
the Fall, Full Moon risings can follow each other by as little as 25 min- 
utes or so. Thus if the Full Moon were to rise at 6 p.m. tonight, tomorrow 
night it might be 6:25 instead of 6:50 p.m. Fall Full Moons also give the 
(largely psychological) impression of rising more slowly than usual and 
"hanging" near the horizon. 

Tuesday 10/22 - Orionid Meteors, 4:00 a.m. 

This shower is usually one of the year's best, but unfortunately this year 
is greatly hampered by the Full Moon shining all night long. (Look to- 
ward next month's Leonids , which are similarly hampered but will in- 
volve greater numbers.) Diehards can look high overhead before dawn, 
to familiar Orion. The radiant of the shower, or region from which the 
meteors seems to radiate, is just above and to the left of Bctelgcusc. Usu- 
ally 20-25 meteors per hour can be seen, but the Moon just to the west 
greatly reduces the chances of seeing all but the brighter shooting slurs. 



Planets Visible Now 



For October 2002 
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Saturn is a late evening object, rising around I 1 p.m. at the beginning 
of October and around 10 p.m. at midmonih. Il is in the northern part of 
Orion, roughly halfway between Genuni (lo the left or East) and Taurus 
(to the rightor West). Ai approximately zero magnitude, it is just slightly 
brighter than nearby bright stars and shines with a steadier light due lo 
its greater angular si/.c. 

Jupiter IS the iloniinaiil ob|cci after midnighi. It is in Cancer, roughly 
between Rcgulus (l.co) lo iIk Icli and ihe Beehive Cluster to the right. 
At a magniiiidc minus 2. Jupiier oiiishines c\eiylliing in the vicinity 
(except the Moon, of course). .Nllhougli Jupilcr is now a whopping .^5 
seconds of arc in diameter, just wait, li gels as much as nearly 50 arc 
seconds across, and reveals its planetary disk even in powerful binocu- 
lars. 

Mercury is a nioming object in Oclolier, very low in the East |usi be- 
fore sunrise. This planet peases somewhat of a challenge, and would be a 
worthy quarry for butliling planct-hunlcrs. (There is a story, probably a 
myth, that the great Copernicus never obscr\cil Mercury due to its elu- 
si\c ways.) 

Mars is not far from Mercury in the predawn East, slightly higher but 
two magniuulcs fainter at niidmonth. Currently it is far too small an 
object to make it interesting in a telescope. If you could compare them 

side-by-siilc. Mars right now wiuikl be only about onc-lcnlh the .ippar- 
eni diameter of Jupilcr. 

Venus IS not visible this monih.

While much of Ihe sky offers 
daunting challenges to backyard as- 
tronomers, the northern fall sky in- 
cludes familiar stars and star patterns 
that will make even the most causal 
stargazer feel comfortable. 

Three bright stars — Alkaid, 
Mizarand Alioth — form the handle 
of the Big Dipper, off toward the 
northwest and somewhat low on the 
horizon in late evening. 

The Dipper itself is not a 
constellation, but it resides in one 
called Ursa Major (the Great Bear). 
Ancient cultures saw the Big Dip- 
per's star pattern as a bear with a long 
tail. The idea of a large ladle in the 
sky appears to be a modern Ameri- 
can invention 

In the Dipper, Alioth is the 
brightest star, shining at magnitude 
1 .75 on a scale that measures the ap- 
parent brightness of objects. The 
lower the number, the brighter the 
object. The brightest stars are zero or 
first magnitude. Negative numbers 
are reserved for the most brilliant 
objects: the brightest star is Sirius (- 
1 .4); the full Moon is - 1 2.7; the Sun 
is -26.7, The faintest stars visible 
under dark skies are around +6. 

Even under bright city lights 
you should be able to spot Alioth and 
its fellow Big Dipper stars. The next 
brightest is Dubhe, at magnitude 
1.78. 

North Star & Little Dipper 

Another familiar name in the 
northern sky is Polaris, the North 
Star. To find it, locate the Big Dipper 
star called Merak, at Ihe bottom right 
of the bowl. Draw a line from Merak 
up through Dubhe and continue it up 
into the sky. Stretch your arm out full 
length and measure about three fist- 
widths. There, just to the right of your 
line, is Polaris. 

Polaris is a moderately bright 
star. It is called the North Star be- 
cause the North Pole of Earth's axis 
of rotation points up toward it. For 
this reason, Polaris remains relatively 
fixed in the sky during the night, and 
Earth's spin causes the other stars lo 
rotate around Polaris. 

Polaris is also the outermost 
star on the handle of the Little Dip- 
per, which seems to pour into the Big 
Dipper. The stars of the Little Dip- 
per arc dinuiier, but untlcrrca.sonably 
dark skies you'll see them stretched 
out to the left of Polaris. Another 
moderately bright star, Kochab, 
serves as the outer lip of the Little 
Dipper's bowl. 

There's another easy-to-spoi 
star pattern in the northern sky. Off 



to the right of Polaris and slightly 
higher arc five stars that form a W, 
called Cassiopeia. This time of year, 
the W is on its side in the evening. 

Finally, off to the northeast 
and very low to the horizon at dusk 
is the brightest star in the northern 
sky, Capella, which shines at magni- 
tude 0.06. Capella is the sixth bright- 
est star in the entire sky. It resides in 
the constellation Auriga, the Chari- 
oteer. 

Watch the sky move 

If you have the opportunity to 
go outside twice during the night, you 
can use some of the stars di.scussed 
here to observe the sky's apparent 
counterclockwise motion around the 
North Star. 

Find the Big Dipper, which 
before 9 p.m. Capella will be skim- 
ming the horizon (in fact you'll need 
a clear view of the horizon to find it 
before 9 p.m.). 

Go out a couple hours later, 
say at 10 or 1 1 p.m., and you'll find 
Polaris in the s'ame spot. The Big 
Dipper will have dipped lower to- 
ward the horizon and .scooted to the 
right. Capella will have drifted higher 
and to the right. 

By midnighi, Ihe Big Dipper 
is directly underneath Polaris and 
hard to find along the horizon. 
Capella is high in the sky, at roughly 
the same elevation as Polaris and off 
to the right. By dawn, the Big Dip- 
per has moved up and to the right, 
into the position Capella held during 
the evening hours. 

Capella is now above Polaris. 
In fact, Capella is almost directly 
overhead just before dawn, near the 
imaginary point in the sky called the 
zenith. In that region of the sky, 
Capella finds a rival for the brightest 
"star." This bright planet Saturn is not 
visible in the early evening sky. Il 
rises in the east well after 1 p.m. and 
is best viewed during morning hours. 

The Southern Sky 

By finding one bright star that 
stands out and learning its name, even 
the most amateur stargazer can often 
hop to other celestial objects with 
ease and quickly develop a mental 
map of Ihe night sky. So in this final 
installment of fuisy Targets during 
our two- week Fall Sky Tour, we'll do 
a little star hopping in the southern 
sky. 

Dominating the south in the 
evening is Altair, high up and shin- 
ing brighter than any other object in 
that region of the sky. 

Altair is in the constellation 
Aquila, the Eagle, and marks the 
bird's head. It can sometimes appear 




yellowish, shining at magnitude 0.75 
on a scale u.sed by astronomers to 
measure the apparent brightness of 
objects. The lower the number, the 
brighter the object. The brightest stars 
are zero or first magnitude 

Above Altair, almost directly 
overhead (a point called the zenith) 
and si ightly to the right, is Vega, even 
brighter and unmistakable. If you 
stretch your arm out and make a fist, 
Ihe two stars are about three fist- 
widths apart. Vega is in the constel- 
lation Lyra. 

The Horizon 

Now drop your gaze to the 
horizon, where the south's other 
bright stars reside. Some of these are 
impo.ssible to find from far northern 
latitudes and challenging from mid- 
latitudes (you'll need an unobstructed 
view of the horizon). 

If Antares is above the hori- 
zon where you live, it will jump out 
at you from the southwest. Look for 
it in the fading glow of twilight as it 
follows the Sun down. This reddish 
star shines at magnitude 1 .03. 

Antares anchors the body of 
Scorpius, the Scorpion. Its red color 
tied the star to Mars in the minds of 
the ancients. Antares^neans rival of 
the God of War — Mars. 

The Scorpion, as a star pat- 
tern, is notable for actually looking 
like something. The creature's body 
and tail dip below the horizon for 
most Northern Hemisphere viewers 
right now. 

More Star Hopping 

If you can find Antares, then 
you'll be able to see three nearby 
stars that are dimmer but still shine 
at roughly .second magnitude. The 
nearest is Shaula, one of two stars 
representing Ihe stinger at the end of 
the Scorpion's tail (swooping back 
above the horizon for many viewers). 
Antares and Shaula are just shy of 
two fist-widths apart. The other 
stinger star, less bright, is right next 
to Shaula and lo the lower right. It's 
called Lesath. 

Roughly one fist-width sepa- 
rates Shaula from Kaus Australis, the 
next brightest star up and to the left. 
Kaus Australis Is the brightest star in 
Sagittarius, and it's one of three stars 
marking the Archer's bow. 

Above and to the left of Kaus 
Australis are several moderately 
bright stars. One. called Nunki. 
should stand out as being a bit more 
brilliant than its neighbors. Nunki is 
the same distance from Kaus 
Australis as Kaus Australis is from 
Shaula. 

Nunki is the second brightest 
star in Sagittarius. It's also one of five 
stars that make a miniature dipper 
(even smaller than the well-known 
Little Dipper). This liny ladle is up- 
side-down with its handle pointing to 
the right. 

As night wears on and some 
of these stars set or skim the hori- 
zon, around to your left (the south- 
east) is one that is rising a bit all Ihe 
while. Fomalhaul is in the constella- 
tion Piscis Austrinus, the Southern 
Fish. It's a magnitude 1.15 star — 
almost as bright as Antares 
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8 Steps to Rewarding Stargazing

Astronomy is the oldest of the 
sciences, and so amateur astronomy 
may very well be the oldest of the 
scientific hobbies. Human fascina- 
tion with the heavens is timeless, 
having an incommunicable appeal. 
Stargazing is intcllcciual as well as 
aesthetic. It combines the thrill of 
exploring new realms of knowledge 
with the delight of appreciating new 
spheres of beauty. 

All this in mind, we present 
this 10-slep guide to help you maxi- 
mize your skywatching efforts. It is 
geared to help beginners but offers 
useful tips for seasoned stargazers, 
too. 

Since stargazing is, in many 
ways, subjective. I've also asked 
other assiduous amateurs to provide 
their own thoughts and opinions on 
what makes watching the sky so en- 
joyable for them. Several responses 
came from members of the Amateur 
Observers' Society of New York ( 
AOS) and the Astronomical Society 
of Long Island ( ASLI ). 

To the question. ""Why 
stargaze?" the responses of many 
echoed that of Margo Centabar of 
West Islip. NY: "Stargazing has al- 
ways been a source of therapy for me. 
When my children were little and I 
finally got them all to bed 1 would 
go outside for an hour or ,so with my 
plainispherc. binoculars and my $20 
cardboard telescope on a wooden 
mount. All the tiredness and tension 
of the day would drop off like leaves 
from a tree." 

At the end of this article, we 
have also included a small sampling 
of books to consult on various aspects 
of stargazing with the naked eye. bin- 
oculars and telescopes. But first, 10 
Steps to Rewarding Stargazing: 

Step 1 - Find a Suitable 
Observing Site 

Even if you live in an urban 
area, try to find a location that offers 
you as wide a view of the sky as pos- 
sible, free from obstructions such as 
tall buildings. 

Of course there is still the 
problem of light pollution from ex- 
cessive or misdirected outdoor light- 
ing. Sadly, in many large metropoli- 
tan areas, it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to trace out even a simple 
star pattern like the Big Dipper. So 
city dwellers might improve a night's 
efforts traveling to a darker location. 
You might only have to travel 15 or 
20 minutes ... or perhaps as much as 
an hour or two. 

If you live in a suburban or 
rural location, you'll still want to find 
as dark a spot as possible, away from 
bright lights. Even turning off the 
back porch light can help. Using a 
building to block someone else's 
bright lights can be effective, too. 

If you're interested in how 
you can take steps to reduce extra 
nighttime lighting in your own town 
and backyard, you might consider 
joining the International Dark Sky 
Ass(x:iation ( IDA ). 

Founded in 1988. IDA gath- 
ers and disseminates light-pollution 
information and solutions. Indeed, it 



has played a pivotal role in turning 
the tide in the war against light pol- 
lution. 

Step 2 - Dress Warmly 

Check the local weather fore- 
cast for the expected overnight low 
temperature, then bundle up more 
than you might think is necessary. 

Even in summertime, nights 
can get surprisingly chilly, so at least 
have a sweater or light jacket close 
at hand. In winter especially, protect 
your head with a woolen pullover 
cap. And remember that, for the most 
part, stargazing is a sedentary activ- 




Step 3 - Get to Your 
Observing Site Early 

If possible, try to get to your 
site before it gets dark. 

"I especially enjoy being all 
set up well before the Sun disap- 
pears," says Harvey Miller of East 
Meadow, New York. "It's like com- 
mg to the theatre, before a play or 
movie begins, taking your seat and 
controlling the rush in great antici- 
pation for the expected script." 

Just about any clear night pro- 
vides an invitation to go outside and 
see what's up. Some nights, however. 
will offer up a special attraction: a 
meteor shower; a beautiful conjunc- 
tion between the Moon and a bright 
star or planet: or even an eclipse of 
the Moon. 

Prepare a checklist of the ob- 
jects you might want to look at. And 
to this end. how I wish personal com- 
puters existed when I was geitnig 
started in astronomy over 35 years 
ago! 

A planetaniMii program such 
as Starr\ Night can prove invaluable, 
displaying on monitors any number 
of sky objects that you might want 
to look at for an> hour of the night, 
as well as providing you the ability 
to generate and print your own cus- 
tom sky chart. 

Step 4 - Plan and Pack 
for Comfort 

If you're gomg to be outside 
for any length oftime, then w.v/ thing 
you can do is stand and continuously 
crane your neck upwards. By the next 
morning, there's a fair chance you'll 
have a stiff neck or achy shoulders. 
■"I've found that an adjustable observ- 
ing chair (such as a long lounge chair) 
can add hours of pain-free enjoy- 
ment," says Mike McCormick of 
Deer Park, New York. 

At the very least, bring along 
a small folding chair. If you plan to 
pack equipment (such as binoculars. 



telescopes, sky charts) consider also 
a small folding card table. 

If the weather is warm, bugs 
and mosquitoes are likely to be out. 
■SO you'll need insect repellant. Lastly, 
you might like to bring some music 
to listen to while you're out under the 
stars. "1 always like to bring some 
instrumental music to help enhance 
the qtmosphere," says Charlie 
Rullmann of Islip Terrace, NY. 

Step 5 - Start Simple: 
Your Eyes Only 

In his classic autobiography 
"Starlight Nights." Leslie Peltier 
once noted: "Learning the stars is a 
pure delight and there are many 
pleasant ways to do it. No true star- 
gazer will fail to become familiar 
with the constellations and fortunate 
is he whose introduction to the skies 
comes to him through nature's eyes 
alone and not through any telescope. 
So few of those who use the eyepiece 
first ever get to really know the stars." 
Peltier's point: If you're just getting 
started in astronomy, the best thing 
to do is to first spend some time un- 
der the stars with just your eyes and 
get acquainted with the brighter stars 
and constellations. 

The best way to do this is to 
purchase a good sky guide and star 
chart. Just as you might consult a 
travel book when sightseeing in an 
unfamiliar city, a good book on star- 
gazing or a simple finder chart will 
go a long way to help you familiar- 
ize yourself with the night sky. When 
consulting a sky chart be sure to use 
a dim red light or a red-filtered flash- 
light; that way your eyes stay dark- 
adapted (white light will shrink the 
pupils of your eyes). Use red cello- 
phane or red plastic across the front 
of the flashlight lens. 

Frank Schiralli of Northport. 
NY suggests subscribing to one of the 
popular astronomy magazines (such 
as Astronomy or Sky & Telescope) 
so you are alerted to interesting as- 
tronomical events. And you can visit 
■S/MC/:.(Y)»i cach Friday, when nota- 
ble upcoming events are highlighted. 
With no optical aids you can enjoy a 
wide variety of objects such as the 
Moon and the five naked-eye plan- 
ets, not to mention occasional meteor 
showers and the passage of artificial 
satellites and even, if you're lucky, 
the colorful aurora. 

Naked-eye astronomy is also 
especially rewarding if you're ob- 
sci\ ing with children, who no doubt 
will pepper you with questions about 
the various stars and constellations. 

Step 6 - Get Binoculars 

I wish I had a nickel for cver\' 
time somebody said to mc they've 
just gotten interested in astronomy 
right and off the bat wanted to pur- 
chase a telescope. My usual response 
to this is: "First, spend some quality 
time under the stars and then, when 
you think you're ready, go out and 
purchase a pair of good bimKulars." 
Some niight think that binoculars are 
a bit of a come-down from a tel- 
escope, but the fact is that for certain 
aspects of skywatching they are the 
best instrument to use. A pair of 7- 
ptiwcr binoculars is lightweight and 



portable. And a quality pair of bin- 
oculars can far outrank a poor qual- 
ity small telescope. 

Bin(Kulais come in a variety 
of sizes. Most observers prefer the 
.so-called 7 x 50 "night glasses." 

The 7 refer to the magnifica- 
tion, while the 50 refer to the diam- 
eter of the two objective lenses meas- 
ured in millimeters. My own personal 
preference, incidentally, are 7 x 35 
"wide-angle" binoculars that provide 
a much larger field of view (11") as 
oppo.sed to most other units. 

Any good pair of 7-power 
binoculars, when held steadily, will 
give you a glimpse of the craters of 
the Moon, the crescent of Venus and 
the moons of Jupiter Should a bright 
comet come along, there is no better 
instrument to give you a great over- 
all view of both the head and tail. And 
by just sweeping along the Milky 
Way, you'll be treated to a myriad of 
stars you can't .see with your eyes 
alone. 

Step 7 - Move up to a 
Telescope 

Eventually, there will come 
that time that you will finally pur- 
chase a telescope. But what type of 
telescope do you prefer? 
There are three types to consider: A 
refracting telescope has a convex 
objective lens at one end and an eye- 
piece at the other. 

A reflecting telescope does 
not use an objective lens, but rather 
a concave mirror. The miiTor (called 
the "primary") sends light up through 
the tube where a small flat mirror 
(called the "secondary") intercepts it 
and sends it to the eyepiece on the 
side of the lube. 

A catadioptric telescope is a 
special type of reflecting telescope 
that pos.sesses a correcting lens at the 
top to form the image. Most 
catadioptics are of the Schmidt- 
Cassegrain design. The light passes 
through the corrector, it reflects off 
the primary and then off a curved 
secondary, finally passing through a 
hole in the main mirror and reaching 
the eyepiece. 

Unfortunately, space is far too 
limited here to discuss all the possi- 
bilities of a purcha.se. What 1 will say 
here (again), is to keep it simple! 
If you're just starting out. you might 
want to consider a 2.4 or 3-inch re- 
fractor or a 4 or 6-inch reflector. 
Make sure that the telescope can be 
quickly set up. yet has a sturdy 
mount. A gocxi telescope is virtually 
useless if you mount it on a shaky or 
w()bbl> Iripod. 

Don'i tall inio the trap ol pui - 
chasing w hal sonic aiiiatciirs refer to 
as a "trash telescope." For the amouni 
of money you might spend for such 
an instrument, you would be better 
off investing in a pair of go(xl bin 
(Kulars. 

Basically, a trash telescope is 
one that, along with having a poor 
mount, has been advertised by the 
manufacturer as promising "spec- 
tacular views" of the Moon or the 
rings of Saturn at magnifications pf. 
say. 5()()-powcr or more. Unf(«u- 
natcly. too many uninitiated amatftbrs 
are "power happy." Any telesc%)c 



will provide you with high magnifi- 
cation, but not only will you be in- 
creasing the size of the image, you'll 
also be increasing the effects of view- 
ing an object through our turbulent 
atmosphere. A high-power image es- 
pecially in a small telescope will of- 
ten turn out quite dim and blurry. 
A rule of thumb; The maximum 
amount of magnification for any tel- 
escope is 50 power per inch of aper- 
ture. So if you intend to buy a 6-inch 
reflector, 3(X)-power is as high as you 
should ever attempt to go; the maxi- 
mum for a 3-inch refractor should be 
150 power In fact, you'll probably 
be surprised to di.scover that your 
most pleasing views will come at 
much lower powers. 

Sometimes, however, people 
get into trouble purchasing even a 
quality instrument. 

The.se folks go right out a pur- 
chase a very expensive telescope, 
bring it home, try setting it up, and 
in the process get completely con- 
fused. One neighbor of mine did just 
this and ended up visiting me every 
other week with a "new problem," 
when it was simply a matter of prop- 
erly adjusting the finderscopc orcol- 
limating the mirror. She even queried 
me about the motor drive (which can 
be used to take long-exposure pho- 
tographs): "1 thought it would auto- 
matically point the telescope to what 
I wanted to see." 

In the end, I think she realized 
that she was far in over her head! So 
don't wa.ste your money or your time: 
Learn the sky, get some binoculars, 
see how much the hobby consumes 
you, and then make an intelligent tel- 
escope purchase. 

Step 8 - Prepare for the 
Unexpected 

Stargazing may be the ulti- 
mate getaway, but if you're planning 
an excursion to a dark-sky site far out 
in some open countryside, be sure to 
bring a cell phone and either a car 
cord or an extra bat(ery. You may 
need it in an emergency or if you have 
car trouble. 

Let somebody know in ad- 
vance where you are headed, what 
roads you inlcnti to use. and when 
you expect to iclurii. It you're close 
to being the last to leave a site, ask 
the other person to ntakc sure that 
your car (and theirs) starts.

Lately, a lot of big Hollywood 
stars have been branching out, try- 
ing to play roles that are very much 
against the typecast molds they have 
been placed in. Both Robert Deniro 
and Al Pacino have decided to jump 
from classics to sheer and utter crap, 
and now Robin Williams has de- 
cided to delve into his dark side in 
both Insomnia and now One Hour 
Photo. 

One Hour Photo is a movie 
that many people will come out of 
very unsatisfied. The story, although 
well written and well produced is 
very outside of the usual Hollywood- 
style psychological thriller genre. 

The story is a very simple one. 
Robin Williams portrays Sy the 
Camera Guy, a seemingly harmless 
local Photo Lab technician who takes 
pride in his work and gets to know 
his regular customers. The problem 
is that Sy has been obsessively stalk- 
ing a family through their family pho- 
tos for over ten years, making dupli- 
cates of all their photos and taking 
them home. To Sy, the family is the 
perfect American family: Husband 
with a great job, beautiful wife, 
healthy 9-year old son and a dog. Sy 
loves the family. He loves them so 
much he has pictures of them on his 
dresser, his key chain, his fridge and 
even a mural on one entire wall of 
his apartment made up of hundreds 
of photos from their wedding, the 
birth of their son, through family va- 
cations and up to the sons ninth birth- 
day. 

It isn'l until Sy finds out that 
the family is not so perfect and he 
snaps trying to figure out exactly how 
to bring the family back together. Sy 
IS very psychotic, but not in a 
Hannibal Lectcr way. Sy is a nor- 
mal human being who is pushed over 
the edge mentally and reacts in a 
seemingly harmful manner There is 
nothing that Sy docs that any one of 
us would not, or cogid not do if in 
this situation. I'm not saying we 
wouki snap like he does, but it is in a 
realistic manner. 

It is the realism of this movie 
(hal loses much of the audience. 
Unlike thrillers like Red Dragon, or 
even classics like Frenzy or Psycho 
by Hilchc(K'k, One Hour Photo d(x;s 
nothing ihai will make you suspend 
your belief in realism. There is no 
secret to this movie that you will have 
lo figure out, and there is no unbe- 
lievable action by Robin Williams 
that makes you think "How the hell 
did he do that?" What One Hour 
Photo is like is a glimpse into the life 
of a man who is lonely and depressed, 
and it is not only his own mental sick- 
ness, but also the events thai play out 
around hini that cause him to break 
down. 

I found the move to be a very 




good film in tterms of plot and 
realisim, but when I sit back and look 
at it as an attention-grabber, I can un- 
derstand why many people were dis- 
appointed. The scenes are slow and 
drawn out in many cases. Most of 
the movie is seen through the eyes 
of Sy, and the slow, dullness of his 
life is .seen by the audience as well 
as the character One scene in par- 
ticular that stands out is the scene in 
which the mother and son discuss Sy 
and the fact that the boy thinks Sy is 
unhappy and lonely. Tfie mother tells 
the son to send happy thoughts to Sy 
and we see him, standing in his 
kitchen, silent and alone, staring at 
the glass of water he had poured him- 
self for what feels like an eternity, as 
if frozen in place by the good 
thoughts that may have reached him. 
The scene is extremely real and it 
stands out to the audience as a wasted 
segment of time in the movie, or a 
definitive slice of Sy's life. 

Robin Williams plays an ex- 
cellent psychotic in this movie, much 
better than he did in the psychologi- 
cal dump that was Insomnia. His al- 
most expressionless face and his cold 
eyes make the character much more 
chilling than many other psychos in 
the past. As I stated before, he plays 
real. You are never afraid that he is 
going to jump out and start slash- 
ing people's throats or mow peo- 
ple down with an automatic rifle, 
but you are still noncthclless 
scared of what is going on in- 
side his head. Williams makes 
the audience believe 
that he IS losing his f)«pU^ 
mind without actu- V-'llv-l \yj 
ally committing 
any major acts of 
violence. 

Williams 
is really the only 
star in this movie, 
with all the other 
roles filled by 
smaller actors 
who have really 
not broken into 
mainstream 
hits. Although 
this is the per- 
fect vehicle to 



get Robin Williams noticed as a se- 
rious actor with a new edge to his 
psyche, there will be little if any at- 
tention paid to the supporting roles 
as it is the mind and actions of Sy 
that are the entire focal point. 

One Hour Photo is the type 
of movie that is hard to recommend 
to people as it will really only satisfy 
the movie buff/film student who will 
look at the movie on different levels. 
The average moviegoer will see this 
movie as a very slow, boring movie 
that needs more action and less char- 
acter development. I recommend it 
to anyone who hated /n.wmnia as I 
did, just to see Robin Williams play 
a much better psycho this time 
around. Just don't expect to be 
shocked out of your seat or scared lo 
death by thrilling actions. 

One Hour Photo is probably 
one of the best glimp.ses into realism 
that I have seen in a long time. I 
guess you could call it minimalist 
realistic cinema at its best. This is a 
iTiovie that does not need gore and 
corpses to gel into the audiences psy- 
che. One hour Photo will scare you 
on a whole new level... the level thai 
there really are people out there ca- 
pable of the actions and thoughts of 
the sweet, lovable Sy, The Photo Guy.

He is subtly hilarious and has 
stylish one-liners that make their 
cruel imprisonment a little less dark 
and dreary. He is also ingenious at 
using what he has in his cell to con- 
struct epees and candles. 

After a decade or so Dante has 
revenge on his mind and manages to 
escape the Chateau D'If and returns 
to Marseilles where he plans to ex- 
tract his revenge in a very devious 
manner. 

Throughout this movie you 
are delightedly exposed to exhilarat- 
ing fight scenes on beaches, in wa- 
ter, inside a bourgeois home and with 
the likes of pistols, swords and knives 
rather than the clumsiness of today's 
weaponry. 

Dante's transformation from 
a sweet/dumb sailor to a mean, dark 
and clever hero is totally believable 
and quite exceptional. 

Caviezel. Pearce and Harris 



give wonderful performances in this 
movie. You grow to care about Dante 
and you want him to succeed even if 
for the wrong reasons. You also love 
to hate Mondego for being so utterly 
vile. All of the actors in this film like 
sidekick Jacopo, played by Luis 
Guzman and the love interest played 
by Polish newcomer Dagmara 
Dominczyk play their roles admira- 
bly. 

1 don't want to spoil the movie 
for you so I'll leave the rest of the 
delicious details out of this review. I 
absolutely adored this movie. It has 
everything a good swashbuckling 
tale needs: the hero, the nemesis, the 
true love, the guru, the sidekick, 
smugglers, deceit, trickery and beau- 
tiful ships on the blue ocean high- 
lighted by a blue sky.

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BIZARRE VIRUS TURNS COMPUTER INTO SEX PERVERT 

It secretly takes nude pics of coeds with its web-cam 

&? posts them on the Internet!

STOCKHOLM — A group of sexy sorority sisters were stunned to see their nude photos posted on the Internet 
— and they were even more shocked to learn that the culprit behind this sickening breach of privacy was their 
very own computer! 

The comely coeds of the Eta Omega Tau sorority at Stcxrkholm University installed a "web-cam" in 
their dorm room, for the purpose of sending video greetings to family members. A few weeks later, the girls 
were informed by friends that they were the unwitting stars of a Web site that featured photos of them frolick- 
ing in their dorm room in various stages of undress. 

"At first we thought it was one of our boyfriends playing a prank on us," explains 1 8-year-old Erica 
Rivinoja, "'But we never would have thought our computer could have a mind of its own — especially such a 
perverted mind." Authorities had no leads until Rivinoja caught the electronic Peeping Tom in the act. 

"One night, we were having a pillow fight in our underwear," Rivinoja says. "We looked over and saw 
that the computer had somehow turned itself on and started filming us. We thought nothing of it at the time, 
and even posed for it, since we could see ourselves on.screen. 

"What we didn't know was the computer was broadcasting our images over the internet! We un- 
plugged it and called the cops." 

Campus authorities soon discovered pictures and videos of each of the girls, filmed at different times 
and without their knowledge, stored inside the computer's hard drive. After eliminating all other causes, one 
bizarre possibility emerged; The computer had developed some kind of rudimentary artificial intelligence and 
used il to launch — • on its own — a pornographic Web site. 

"During our examination, what boggled our minds was that we were able to communicate — talk, if 
you will — with the machine," said computer expert Dr. Niies Sanksuson. "And what makes matters worse is 
that it denied the whole thing," he added. 

Local legal eagles are debating whether to charge the machine with .sexual misconduct, though Dr.

NEW STUDY SAYS 18% OF PEOPLE NAMED RACHAEL 

ARE PSYCHOTIC!

According to a Norwegian researcher, 1 8% of people with the name Rachacl show signs of psychosis. 
The report published last month by. Dr. Noel Heinrichsen states that the initial goal for this investigation was 
to prove once and for all thai his girlfriend was not eccentric, but, indeed x;razy. 

Dr. Heinrichsen, assembled a renowned psychological research team to randomly find 300 women of 
random ages, height, ethnicity and economic status with the name Rachael to participate in the study.

Prior to this year I lived in 
residence here at Laurentian. I re- 
fused to go on the meal plan simply 
because if I tried to eat fast food for 
an entire year I would probably go 
insane (I did anyway). We as hu- 
mans are omnivores, meaning we eat 
virtually anything edible and I am 
actually in the process of trying to 
cat one of everything. TTie point I'm 
trying to make here is that by having 
fast food all the time or eating one 
style of food isn't healthy for you. 
Your body needs variety to ensure 
that you get all the proper nutrients 
and vitamins. Not only that. . .eating 
the same stuff over and over again 
gets pretty goddamn boring. The 
other thing I noticed while living in 
rez, was that of the people who don't 
go on the meal plan, very very few 
knew how to actually cook. Frozen 
fish sticks and french fries don't 
qualify as cooking. Almost every- 
one seems to be convinced that cook- 
ing has to be difficult. I used to hate 
cooking, until I got good at it. Now 
I'm almost considering quitting uni- 
versity to go become a master chef! ! 
In this column I'll have one simple 
recipe and something a little more 
complex and maybe some little 
tidbits on the side, this week how- 
ever I'll just cover the basics 

I'm gonna start off by talking 
about spices and seasonings. Pep- 
per and salt aren't spices people, 
they're condiments. Salt is used to 
enhance the flavor of foods, and pep- 
per is the poor man's spice, used to 
give food a little zing after its already 
cooked. They can be used in the 
cooking process to give the food a 
little body, but usually they aren't 
used in very large quantities because 
too much will ruin the food. What 
I'm going to talk about is the real 
spices. 

Heat - want your food to be 
a little more spicy? Well you have a 
few options, there are different forms 
of heat or spice. Basically I ask this 
question when I'm cooking. ..do I 
want heat or hot? Hot is used to de- 
scribe that spicy as hell burning sen- 
sation you get when you eat truly 
spicy foods like curry, inferno hot 
'wings and my best friend's Toilet 
bomber chili. Heat however is that 
tingly feeling you get in your cheeks 
and gums I get when I eat something 
really full bodied. My venison spa- 
ghetti sauce comes to mind. 

If hot is what you're looking 
for, then I suggest something like 
4am sauce. This stuff comes in a lit- 
tle glass bottle with an actual cork 
because it would simply eat away at 
plastic. It even comes with a dis- 
claimer saying that it is a flavoring 
element. Translation: do not take this 
stuff straight. I watched a guy down 
a spoonful and he was in the shittcr 
in fifteen minutes. A tablespoon or 
two in a big pot of chili will give it 
more spice than I can tolerate. This 
stuff is made from habanero peppers 
which are the hottest peppers known 
to man. 

If a little tingle is more to your 
liking then I suggest you go with 
something I ike Toba.sco sauce or cay- 
enne pepper. Careful though. Even 
though this stuff is weaker it siill 



packs a 

punch if you 
get enough of 
it. I put three 
or four drops 
ofTobascoin 
a moderate 
sized Caesar. 
My dad puts 
the stuff right 
on his spa- 
ghetti and 
I've tried it 
too when I'm 
in the mood 
for a little 

more power. Basically you have to 
go by your own preferences, adding 
a little bit at a time until you find the 
right amount. Then remember how 
much you added so you don't have 
to go through it again next time. 

Fresh peppers are another 
way to power up any dish. You see 
them in the stores sometimes, they 
go by names like Jalapeno, Hot Por- 
tugal, Hot Banana, etc.. I grow my 
own Hot Portugals in the summer and 
a fully ripe pepper will take the breath 
away from most people. The trick is 
that when you cook the pepper, it 
weakens the effect because it is di- 
luted throughout an entire pot or dish 
of the food. Remember! The oil of 
the pepper which is the hottest part 
is stored in the seeds, so cut the pep- 
pers in half and scrape out the seeds 
if you don't want to end up with 
smoke coming out of yourass. Once 
the seeds are out, cut the peppers into 
small slivers or chunks. This keeps 
you from getting a big blast of heat 
in one bite and helps the peppers cook 
faster. A basic rule of thumb when 
you're cooking is one pepper per per- 
son. So if you're making just enough 
spaghetti for yourself, then don't 
throw in five peppers, unless you've 
got a case of Tums in your room. 

I realize that there is a whole 
world of other spices out there but 
there simply isn't enough room here 
for me to go through them all, I have 
my preferences which I know the 
most about, and that's what I relay to 
you. Time to move onto the other 
end of the flavoring spectrum. 
Spices. 

The name spice doesn't nec- 
essarily mean that the stuff is hot. It's 
just a generic term used to describe 
these, well, spices. I swear by Dill 
as the greatest spice of all time... I 
love it on anything. Chips, popcorn, 
fish, even on grilled cheese sand- 
wiches. It comes in three forms, dill 
seed, dill weed, and ground dill 
which I believe is the seed in a pow- 
dered form. This is an interesting 
spice, it has a subtle flavor that you 
smell more than taste. It only takes 
a little bit to make a boring dish seem 
fancy. Try this, take a fish fillet, 
cover it in flour, then sprinkle a small 
amount of ground dill or dill weed 
on both sides before you fry it. 

Garlic is probably the univer- 
sal Italian spice. The majority of Ital- 
ian cuisine has garlic in it. This 
stinky little bulb is useful for turning 
around almost any dish, usually if a 
dish has garlic in it, I don't need to 
add any salt. Use garlic powder when 
keeping fresh garlic is an issue. But 
remember, the powder is conccn- 
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trated so you don't need as much as 
you would if you were using fresh. 
Food tip: if you're going on a hot 
date, make sure either you both eat 
food with garlic in it or neither of you 
does, that way you won't notice the 
stink. 

Fresh Rosemary will work 
with foods that have to be baked or 
broiled for a long period of time in 
the oven. Eg, roasting a chicken? 
Separate the skin from the meat and 
stuff a few sprigs of fresh rosemary 
between the skin and the meat, then 
the oils will run down through the 
meat giving it a fresh flavor. The 
dried stuff works the same but fresh 
is always better. 

But enough of that. . .let's get 
to the food!! Here's a simple stir fry, 
take whatever vegetables you have 
in your fridge, (green and red pep- 
pers, onion, mushrooms, asparagus, 
carrots, broccoli, mini corn, spinach) 
basically any vegetable will work 
here. And fry them up in a little bit 
of vegetable or olive oil. Don't go 
overboard on the oil or you'll wreck 
the delicate flavor of the vegetables. 
Fry them in the order of how coarse 
they are, for example, start with the 
broccoli and asparagus, give them a 
few minutes, then add the peppers, 
onion, carrots and mushrooms, save 
the spinach for last because it cooks 
fast. Once all of the vegetables have 
reached your preferred tenderness 
you're ready to eat! Just serve them 
on a bed of white rice and it's as sim- 
ple as that. Not a vegetarian? Sim- 
ple, before cooking the vegetables, 
fry up some boneless chicken breast 
that has been cubed then when the 
chicken is mostly cooked throw in the 
vegetables and cook it as normal. 
The great thing about stir fries is that 
they're pretty universal, almost any 
vegetable will work with them, they 
help you clean up leftover veggies, 
and they're almost impossible to 
screw up. Even I make mistakes 
from time to time. 

Golden Dragon makes a fan- 
tastic line of sauces that will make 
stir fries amazing, I suggest trying the 
black bean sauce. I add it to a stir fry 
with mixed seafood (calamari, octo- 
pus, cuttlefish, shrimp and mussels) 
and simmer it for about ten to fifteen 
minutes to thicken it and voila! Sea- 
food with vegetables in a black bean 
sauce... sounds | 

fancy? I can make 
it in 20-25 min- 
utes. Cooking is 
only as hard as 
you make it.

I have one memory that will 
always stand out when I think of the 
name Patrick Ewing. I can think back 
to the 1 990's and the rivalry between 
the New York Knicks and the Chi- 
cago Bulls. It was more than just a 
game when these two teams took the 
court to face each other. The hatred 
that flowed threw the veins of these 
players made their match-ups legen- 
dary. It is from this that I take my 
favorite Ewing memory. 

The year was 1 994 and once 
again the Knicks and Bulls were 
matched up against each other in the 
NBA Playoffs. Things were a little 
different this year as Michael Jordan 
was off playing baseball somewhere. 
Everyone around the league and es- 



pecially in the seats at Madison 
Square Garden felt that this was the 
year that the Knicks would overcome 
their adversary and that they would 
send the Bulls packing for the first 
time. Being an avid Bulls fan I re- 
fused to believe this but Ewing sent 
a message in game one of that series 
that made me realize that my team 
wouldn't be in the NBA Finals that 
year. 

It was late in the second quar- 
ter and the Knicks were up by a lit- 
tle. Ewing caught the ball in the low- 
post and Luc Longley; a two left 
footed defender fronted him. In one 
motion Ewing gave Longley the head 
fake and immediately cut to the mid- 
dle. You could feel the excitement 
build in the crowd but I'm not sure 




those people and the millions watch- 
ing at home were ready for what hap- 
pened next. Ewing exploded into the 
air and threw down the most vicious 
dunk right on top of Longley 's head. 
Count it and plus one. The Garden 
came to their feet and Bulls fans eve- 
rywhere knew that this was the 
Knicks' year. 

Patrick Ewing was always a 
solid, dependable player in the NBA. 
His size, power and speed made him 
a ruthless killer at the centre position. 
He was the total package. Ewing is 
most known for his scoring ability 
but it was ability to play defense that 
plays key to his greatness. The man 
could rebound, block shots and if he 
didn't get a hand on the ball itself his 
reach was certainly more than 
enough to make you alter your shot. 
His presence even caused a few 
centers to stop shooting the ball. I 
can only remember a handful of 
guards that dared to chop the oak tree 
known as Ewing down in the paint. 
He was a monster and no one dared 
come into his house. 

Ewing also had that scoring 
touch that most big men only dream 
about having. Sure guys like 
Olajuwon, Parish and Abdual-Jabar 
also had the grace and moves that 
Ewing had but Patrick possessed 
something that they never had and 
that was sheer power. Ewing could 
kill you from both the inside and out- 
side. If you played him to close then 
look out because that means that 
power move to the middle was com- 
ing followed by a thunderous dunk. 



It also meant that you'd 
be immortalized on a 
poster on some little kid's 
bedroom wall. If you re- 
spected his speed and 
power and gave yourself 
some cushion Ewing 
would take you out side 
and hit the bottom of the 
net with his tradernark 
short range jumper. Ei- 
ther way how to play 
Ewing was always a 
mystery for opposing 
coaches and players. 

While never win- 
ning an NBA Champion- 
ship Ewing did have a 
very successful basket- 
ball career. He was an 
Olympic champion two times, once 
in 1 984 and again in 1 992 and was a 
part of the greatest basketball team 
ever assembled. The Dream Team. 
He was an 1 1 Time NBA All-Star and 
also was named one of the NBA's 
greatest 50 players. Over his 1 7 year 
career Ewing racked up 24,8 1 5 points 
and 1 1,606 rebounds. 

Now a new challenge and a 
new career are in the works for 
Ewing. The same day that he an- 
nounced his retirement he also an- 
nounced that he accepted a position 
to be an assistant coach with the 
Washington Wizards. While he may 
not have been able to control Jordan 
during his playing days he'll have 
some control now over him in the 
team huddles. Ewing will lend a 
number of years of experience to 




Washington's core group of your 
centers and maybe if they are lucky 
some of his intensity will rub off on 
them as well. 

I leave you with this thought 
though. With the additions of 
Stackhouse, Hughes and Russell and 
if Jordan can go this year what is the 
one thing that the Wizards arc miss- 
ing? It's a man in the middle becau.se 
Christian Laettner, Kwame Brown, 
Jahidi White and Brendan Haywood 
aren't no where near tough enough 
to play the position. TTiat and the fact 
that Heywood is injury prone and 
both Laettner and White are coming 
off summer rehabilitations the Wiz- 
ards arc weak in the middle. It makes 
me wonder how long it will be until 
Ewing suits up in a player/coach role.
